Hello. I am Brad McElhinny, a reporter with West Virginia MetroNews. 

I have heard concerns expressed about the quality of the radio broadcast for WVU's home opener versus James 
Madison. The concerns seem to be related to the reach of the signal, some cutting in and out and a delay (which 
would have affected fans listening to radio while at the stadium.) 

Could you tell me if you have also heard concerns like the ones I have mentioned - and what steps may be taken 
to assure fans of a quality experience? 

There also was talk that LHTC had laid off employees in West Virginia who might have been able to provide 
technical support on game day.
